Participants who have been 
identified to participate in the program will complete assessments to identify employment goals and 
perceived barriers as well as identify supportive service needs.  
 
BRIEF DESCRIPTION:  The Pathways Home project will provide each participant with work-
readiness and soft skills, job training, mentoring, job placement, and post placement support. Case 
workers will work with participants to develop a personalized employability plan; identifying steps 
needed to reach the participant’s goals.  Further case workers will connect clients to other needed 
supportive services such as child care, case management, bus passes, and substance abuse counseling.  
 
NON-FEDERAL MATCH:  The Statement of Work does not indicate a non-federal match leveraged 
to support this project.
